WASHINGTON HR — President 
Elsenhower asked Congress today 
for 
new 
immigration legislation 
that would graht a haven in the 
United States to persons who "flee 
from Communist persecution and 
tyranny.-’ 
In a special message tn Con 
gres*, the President also requested 
liberalization of the MrCarrn-Wal- 
ter immigration act, basic immi­ 
gration law of the land. 


AT TH E OUTSET of his message 
the President outlined the need for 
emergency legislation to help Hun­ 
garian and other refugees. 
He said the eyes of the world 
have been fixed on Hungary where 
thousands of men, 
women and 
children havt fled to seek asylum 
abroad. 


"Our position of world leader­ 
ship demands that, In partnership 
with other nations of the Fior 
World, we he in a position to grant

asylum,"

Senate Revision 


Of Middle East 


Doctrine Seen 


WASHINGTON W — Overwhelm­ 
ing House approval put President 
Eisenhower s "fight if we must" 
Middle East doctrine before the 
Senate today where It faced al­ 
most certain revision. 
But in the end. informed Senate 
sources said, a modified version 
of the President's 
Middle 
East 
resolution still acceptable to the 
administration will pass the Sen­ 
ate also. 


T H E R E W ERE indications that 
Senate approval will require con­ 
siderably 
more 
time than 
did 
House approval — a prospect dis­ 
tasteful to administration spokes­ 
men who have been urging speed. 
More criticism of Middle East 
policies from 
Senate Democrats 
was in prospect. And some Demo­ 
crats already were saying that the 
controversy over the Middle East 
plan has jeopardized the admtnis 
tration’s general foreign aid pro­ 
gram. 
The House approved the Presi 
dent's plan Wednesday by a vote 
of 355 to 61 with 188 Democrats 
and 167 Republicans voting for it 
and 35 Democrats plus 26 Repub­ 
licans voting against it. 


AS APPROVED by the House, 
the resolution would give the Pres­ 
ident authority to use U.S. m ili­ 
tary forces, if necessary, to halt 
overt Communist aggression in the 
Middle East. 
It also would au­ 
thorize the spending of $200 million 
in previously appropriated funds in 
the area for economic and m ili­ 
tary aid. 
The aid provisions of the resolu­ 
tion have provoked much of the 
opposition in the combined Senate 
Armed Services and Foreign R e­ 
lations 
Committees 
which 
have 
been 
considering 
the 
proposal. 
Some 
influential 
Senate 
Demo­ 
crats have said they will try to 
defer action on the aid provisions 
and approve only the troop author - 
ization for the present. 
That move seemed likely to fail. 
' But it appeared probable that the 
two Senate committees will 
re­ 
write the resolution to put a time 
limit on the authority it confers, 
let Congress terminate the author­ 
ity by its own action and require 
prior notification to Congress of 
proposed aid spending.

ANOTHER STEP TOWARD 
CENTRALIZED GOVERNMENT 


No one can deny th at there is a great 
need for Increased school facilities in 
this country. N either can anyone dis­ 
pute the fact that needs are going to he 
even greater in the next four year*. The 
figures on increasing school population 
m ake it all perfectly clear. 
President Eisenhower’s proposal th at 
the Federal 
Government appropriate 
$2,'200,(XX),000 for school aid to the states 
during the next four years poses Only 
one * question, therefore: Who should 
provide the money? 
Since the states have not kept up with 
school facilities to m eet increasing en­ 
rollm ent, it is assumed that they are 
unahle to do so. The reason is pretty 
obvious: the people are being taxed too 
heavily — particularly by the Federal 
Government. 
It Is going to he hard for our Congress­ 
m en and Senators to stand up and a r­ 
gue against this program urged by the 
President. 
Everyone 
recognizes 
the 
value of good schools to the nation and 
not many of the national legislators are 
going to w ant to vote against needed 
schools. They are given a poor choice. 
It IsToohad th a t the school problem has 
been neglected until th is emergency was 
perm itted to arise. 


States Should Provide Schools 
The proposed school aid program Is 
another step toward centralization of 
power In the Federal Government. Pro­ 
viding proper school facilities should be 
a basic right reserved for the states. 
-Control of schools is bound to come in

some form or another when th e states 
become dependent upon Federal aid. The 
present segregation problem m akes this 
all the m ore apparent. 
With its huge receipts from Income 
and Social Security taxes w hich the 
Federal G overnm ent takes rig h t out of 
the w orkers’ pay envelopes, there is not 
much tax in g capacity left to the states. 
It would be a much more wholesome 
situation if Federal taxes w ere reduced 
enough so the states could afford to pro. 
vide their own school facilities. 


Danger Point Near 
Complete political control of any gov­ 
ernment can easily be brought about 
through control of the incomes of its cit­ 
izens. T h at hasn't happened to us yet in 
this country — but we are nearing the 
danger point. The people—and the state 
governm ents—are being made more and 
more dependent on th eir Federal Gov­ 
ernment for all kinds of services; for 
highways, pensions, m unicipal Im prove­ 
ments, veterans' aid and disability bene­ 
fits, subsidies to farm ers and scores of 
other Federally-financed program s. 
And so those who fear this growing 
centralization of power in W ashington 
may he forced to tak e another b itter pill 
—to sw allow the proposed school aid 
program because it is too late to pro­ 
vide an alternative. 
It is v ery true, as President Eisenhow- 
ed stated, th at "collectively, th e educa­ 
tional equipm ent of th e whole popula­ 
tion contributes to o u r national charac­ 
ter . . . o u r cultural attain m en ts.” But 
It Is unfortunate th a t we m ust attain 
these ends through more dependency 
upon our national governm ent.

She was a frail 
girl of 24. weighing a scant AO 
pounds, who had crossed the bor­ 
der only two nights before with 
her husband, a member of the 
provincial district workers' conn­ 
ell whom the secret police once 
more are hounding. 
Why. I asked her, had the Rus­ 
sian school system with its harsh 
and continuous p r o p a g a n d a . ' 
forced down Hungarian throats, 
had so little impact on the young­ 
er generation? 
It was quite simple, explained 
the school teacher, Anna Bocsi. 
who has an uncle In the United 


State and plans to go there with 
her husband. 


"THERE WAS always war be­ 
tween the home—that is. parents 
—and the school system ," she 
said. 
"And the home won. No 
m atter what the children were 
taught in school during the day. 
parents in the evening told their 
children It was nonsense Parents 
could remember the old days and 
ways and keep them vividly alive 
for their children. And certainly 
the children could see and feel 
the misery that was everywhere." 
But didn't the children ever 
denounce their parents?" 1 asked 
"Occasionally." said Anna. "If 
children were punished at homy, 
a few complained lo the Commu­ 
nist authorities, and parents were 
brought in and fined 
But 'in the end. as you can 
see. 
the home won. 
Children 
were given religious instruction 
at home, too " (This victory of 
the home was confirmed in other 
interviews in Vienna with stu­ 
dents who had fled Hungary I . 


WHAT DO A MAN and woman, 
fleeing their native land and un­ 
able to take more than a change 
nf underclothing, carry with them 
as sentimental mementoes” 
All that Anna and Josef Bocsl 
could bring were pictures of their 
families and a snapshot of them­ 
selves on their wedding day, 
"We managed to he m arried in 
church," Josef said proudly. "But 
because of political pressure in 
our own village, we had to go to 
another village to be m arried and 
keep the church part secret " 
And if only he and Anna can 
get to the United States. Josef 
added, he will do any kind of 
honest work no m atter how hard, 
to earn a living.
